THE NARCOTIC DRUGS AND PSYCHOTROPIC SUBSTANCES 

ACT, 1985 
No. 61 OF 1985 

[ 16th September, 1985. ] 
An Act to consolidate and amend the law relating to narcotic 

drugs , to make stringent provisions for the control and regu 
lation of operations relating to narcotic drugs and psychotropic 
substances and for matters connected therewith , 

BE it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty - sixth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. ( 1) This Act may be called the Narcotic Drugs and Psychotropic 
Substances Act, 1985 . 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of India . 

(3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may , by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint, and different dates

2 . In this Act , unless the context otherwise requires -- 

(i) " addict” means a person addicted to any narcotic drug or 
psychotropic substance ; 

( ii ) " Board " means the Central Board of Excise and Customs 
constituted under the Central Boards of Revenue Act, 1963; 
( iii) " cannabis ( hemp) ” means 

(a ) charas , that is , the separated resin , in whatever form , 
whether crude or purilied , obtained from the cannabis plant and 
also includes concentrated preparation and resin known as 
hashish oil or liquid hashislı; 

(b ) ganja , that is , the flowering or fruiting tops of the can 
nabis plant ( excluding the seeds and leaves when not acçom 
panied by the tops) , by whatever name they may be known or 
designated ; and 

( c ) any mixture , with or without any neutral material, of 
any of the above forms of cannabis or any drink prepared there 
from ; 
(iv ) " cannabis plant" means any plant of the genus cannabis ; 
( v ) " coca derivative " means 


(a ) crude cocaine , that is, any extract of coca leaf which 
can be used , directly or indirectly , for the manufacture of cocaine; 


(6 ) ccgonine and all the derivatives of ecgonine from which 
it can be recovered ; 


(c ) cocaine, that is , methyl ester of benzoyl- ecgonine and 
its salts ; and 


(d ) all preparations containing more than 0 .1 per cent. of 
cocaine; 


(vi) " coca leaf” means -- 


( a ) the leaf of the coca plant except a leaf from which all 
ecgonine, cocaine and any other ecgonine alkaloids have been 
removed ; 


(b ) any mixture thereof with or without any neutral ma 
terial, 


but does not include any preparation containing not more than 0.1 
per cent. of cocaine ; 

(vii) " coca plant” means the plant of any species of the genus 
Erythroxylon ; 

(viii ) " conveyance" means a conveyance of any description 
whatsoever and includes any aircraft, vehicle or vessel; 
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(i.r ) " International Convention " means 


( a ) the Single Convention on Narcotic Drugs, 1961 adopted 
by the United Nations Conference at New York in March , 1961 ; 


(b ) the Protocol, amending the Convention mentioned in 
sub - clause ( a ) , adopted by the United Nations Conference at 
Geneva in March , 1972 ; 

(c ) the Convention on Psychotropic Substances, 1971 adopt 
ed by the United Nations Conference at Vienna in February , 
1971 ; and 

(d ) any other international convention , or protocol or other 
instrument amending an international convention , relating to 
narcotic drugs or psychotropic substances which may be ratified 
or acceded to by India after the commencement of this Act ; 

( x ) "manufacture" , in relation to narcotic drugs or psychotropic 
substances , includes 

( 1) all processes other than production by which such drugs 
or substances may be obtained ; 

(2 ) refining of such drugs or substances ; 
( 3) transformation of such drugs or substances ; and 

(4 ) making of preparation (otherwise than in a pharmacy 
on prescription ) with or containing such drugs or substances ; 
( xi) "manufactured drug " means 

(a ) all coca derivatives, medicinal cannabis , opium deriva 
tives and poppy straw concentra 

(b ) any other narcotic suh tance or preparation which the 
Central Government may , having regard to the available infor 
mation as to its nature or to a clecision , if any, under any Inter 
naʻional Convention , by notification in the Official Gazette , 
declare to h . a manufactured drug , 


but does not include any narcotic substance or preparation which the 
Central Government may , having regard to the available information 
as to its nature or to a decision , if any , under any International 
Convention , hy notification in the Offirial Gazette , declare not to be 
a manufactured drug ; 


( rii) " medi inal cannabis" , that is, medicinal hemp, means any 
extract or tincture of cannabis (hemp ) ; 

( xiii) “ Narcotics Commissioner " means the Narcotics Commis 
sioner appointed under section 5 ; 

(xiv ) " narcotic drug " means coca leaf, cannabis (hemp) , opium 
poppy straw and includes all manufactured drugs ; 

(xv ) " opium " means 


(a ) the coagulated juice of the opium poppy ; and 


(b ) any mixture, with or without any neutral material, of 
the coagulated juice of the opium poppy , 
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but does not include any preparation containing not more than 0.2 
per cent. of morphine ; 


(xvi ) " oplum derivative” means , 


(a ) medicinal opium , that is, opium which has undergone 
the processes necessary to adapt it for medicinal use in accord 
ance with the requirements of the Indian Pharmacopoeia or any 
other pharmacopoeia notified in this behalf by the Central Gov 
ernment, whether in powder form or granulated or otherwise or 
mixed with neutral materials ; 

(b ) prepared opium , that is , any product of opium obtained 
by any series of operations designed to transform opium into an 
extract suitable for smoking and the dross or other residue re 
maining after opium is smoked ; 


( c ) phenanthrene alkaloids, namely , morphine , codeine, 
thebaine and their salts ; 


(d ) diacetylmorphine that is the alkaloid also known as 
dia -morphine or heroin and its salts ; and 


(e ) all preparations containing more than 02 per cent of 
morphine or containing any diacetylmorphine ; 


( xvii) " opium poppy " means , 


(a ) the plant of the species Papaver somniferum L .; and 


(b ) the plant of any other species of Papaver from which 
opium or any phenanthrene alkaloid can be extracted and 
which the Cențral Government may , by notification in the 
Official Gazette , declare to be opium poppy for the purposes 
of this Act; 

( xviii) " poppy straw " means all parts (except the seeds) of the 
opium poppy after harvesting whether in their original form or cut, 
crushed or powdered and whether or not juice has been extracted 
therefrom ; 

( rir ) " poppy straw concentrate " means the material arising 
when poppy straw has entered into a process for the concentration of 
its alkaloids ; 

( 123 ) " preparation , in relation to a narcotic drug or psychotropic 
substance , means any one or more such drugs or substances in dosage 
form or any solution or mixture , in whatever physical state, contain 
ing one or more such drugs or substances ; 

( eri) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under this 


Act; 


(xrii) " production " means the separation of oplum , poppy straw , 
coca leave or cannabis from the plants from which they are obtained ; 


( xxiii ) " psychotropic substance " means any substance, natural 
or synthetic, or any natural material or any salt or preparation of 
such substance or material included in the list of psychotropic sub 
stances specified in the Schedulr ; 
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(xxiv ) " to import inter - State" means to bring into a State or 
Union territory in India from another State or Union territory in 
Indla; 


(XXV ) " to import into India " , with its grammatical variations 
and cognate expressions, means to bring into India from a place out 
side India and includes the bringing into any port or airport or place 
in India of a narcotic drug or a psychotropic substances intended to 
be taken out of India without being removed from the vessel, aircraft, 
vehicle or any other conveyance in which it is being carried . 


Explanation . For the purposes of this clause and clause (xxvi) , 
" India " includes the territorial waters of India ; 


(xxvi) " to export from India " , with its grammatical variations 
and cognate expressions , means to take out of India to a place outside 
India ; 


(xxvii) " to export inter - State” means to take out of a State or 
Union territory in India to another State or Union territory in India ;

Explanation - For the purposes of clauses (v ) , (vi) , ( xv ) and ( vi) 
the percentages in the case of liquid preparations shall be calculated on 
the basis that a preparation containing one per cent. of a substance means 
a preparation in which one gram of substance , if solid , or one mililitre of 
substance, if liquid , is contained in every one hundred mililitre of the 
preparation and so on in proportion for any greater or less percentage :

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AUTHORITIES AND OFFICERS 


4 . ( 1) Subject to the provisions of this Act, the Central Govern 
ment shall take all such measures as it deems necessary or expedient 
for the purpose of preventing and combating abuse of narcotic drugs 
and psychotropic substances and the illicit traffic therein .

( 2 ) In particular and without prejudice to the generality of the pro 
visions of sub - section (1) , the measures which the Central Government 
may take under that sub -section include measures with respect to all or 
any of the following matters, namely : 


(a ) coordination of actions by varlous officers, State Governments 
and other authoritieg 


(i) under this Act, or 


( ii ) under any other law for the time being in force in 
connection with the enforcement of the provisions of this Act ; 
(b ) obligations under the International Conventions ; 

(c ) assistance to the concerned authorities in foreign countries 
and concerned international organisations with a view to facilitating 
coordination and universal action for prevention and suppression of 
illicit traffic in narcotic drugs and psychotropic substances ; 


(d ) identification , treatment, education , after care , rehabilitation 
and social re -integration of addicts ; 


(e ) such other matters as the Central Government deems neces 
sary or expedient for the purpose of securing the effective implemen 
tation of the provisions of this Act and preventing and combating the 
abuse of narcotic drugs and psychotropic substances and illicit traffic 
therein . 


(3 ) The Central Government may , if it considers it necessary or ex 
pedient so to do for the purposes of this Act, by order , published in the 
Official Gazette constitute an authority or a hierarchy of authorities by 
such name or names as may be specified in the order for the purpose of 
exercising such of the powers and functions of the Central Government 
under this Act and for taking measures with respect to such of the 
matters referred to in sub -section (2 ) as may be mentioned in the order, 
and subject to the supervision and control of the Central Government and 
the provisions of such order such authority or authorities may exercise 
the powers and take the measures so mentioned in the order as if such 
authority or authorities had been empowered by this Act to exercise those 
powers and take such measures .

5. (1) Without prejudice to the provisions of sub -section ( 3) of section 
4 the Central Government shall appoint a Narrotics Commissioner and 
may also appoint such other officnrs with such designations as it thinks 
fit for the purposes of this Act. 
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(2 ) The Narcotics Commissioner shall, either by himself or through 
officers subordinate to him , exercise all powers and perform all functions 
relating to the superintendence of the cultivation of the opium poppy and 
production of opium and shall also exercise and perform such other 
powers and functions as may be entrusted to him by the Central Gov 
ernment.

(vii ) the import into India and export from India and tran 
shipment of narcotic drugs and psychotropic substances ; 

(6 ) prescribe any other matter requisite to render effective the 
control of the Central Government over any of the matters specified 
in clause (a ) . 

(2 ) In particular and without prejudice to the generality of the fore 
going power , such rules may 

(a ) empower the Central Government to fix from time to time 
the limits within which licences may be given for the cultivation of 
the opium poppy ; 
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( b ) require that all opium , the produce of land cultivated with 
the opium poppy , shall be delivered by the cultivators to the officers 
authorised in this behalf by the Central Government; 


(c ) prescribe the forms and conditions of licences for cultivation 
of the opium poppy and for production and manufacture of opium ; 
the fees that may be charged therefor; the authorities by which such 
licences may be granted , withheld , refused or cancelled and the au 
thorities before which appeals against the orders of withholding , re 
fusal or cancellation of licences shall lie ; 

(d ) prescribe that opium shall be weighed , examined and classl 
fied according to its quality and consistence by the officers authorised 
in this behalf by the Central Government in the presence of the cul 
tivator at the time of delivery by the cultivator ; 

(e ) empower the Central Government to fix from time to time 
the price to be paid to the cultivators for the opium delivered ; 


(f) provide for the weighment, examination and classification , 
according to the quality and consistence, of the opium received at the 
factory and the deductions from or additions (if any ) to the stan 
dard price to be made in accordance with the result of such examina 
tion ; and the authorities by which the decisions with regard to the 
weighment, examination , classification , deductions or additions shall 
be made and the authorities before which appeals against such de 
cisions shall lie ; 


(g ) require that opium delivered by a cultivator, if found as a 
result of examination in the Central Government factory to be adul 
terated , may be confiscated by the officers authorised in this behalf ; 


(h ) prescribe the forms and conditions of licences for the manu 
facture of manufactured drugs , the authorities by which such licen 
ces may be granted and the fees that may be charged therefor ; 


(i) prescribe the forms and conditions of licences or permits for 
the manufacture , possession , transport, import inter -State , export 
inter -State, sale , purchase , consumption or use of psychotropic sub 
stances, the authorities by which such licences or permits may be 
granted and the fees that may be charged therefor ; 


( ) prescribe the ports and other places at which any kind of 
narcotic drugs or psychotropic substances may be imported into India 
or exported from India or transhipped; the forms and conditions of 
certificates , authorisations or permits, as the case may be , for such 
import, export or transhipment; the authorities by which such . certi 
ficates, authorisations or permits may be granted and the fees that 
may be charged therefor .

Provided that save in so far as may be expressly provided in the 
rules made under sub - clauses ( iv ) and (v ) , nothing in section 8 
shall apply to the import inter -State , export inter -State , transport , 
possession , purchase , sale, use or consumption of manufactured drugs 
which are the property and in the possession of the Government : 


Provided further that such drugs as are referred to in the pre 
ceding proviso shall not be sold or otherwise delivered to any person 
who , under the rules made by the State Government under the 
aforesaid sub - clauses, is not entitled to their possession ; 


(b ) prescribe any other matter requisite to render effective the 
control of the State Government over any of the matters specified 
in clause ( a ) . 


(2 ) In particular and without prejudice to the generality of the fore 
going power , such rules may 


(a ) empower the State Government to declare any place to be 
a warehouse wherein it shall be the duty of the owners to deposit 
all such poppy straw as is legally imported inter - State and is intend 
ed for export inter - State or export from India ; to regulate the safe 
custody of such poppy straw warehoused and the removal of such 
poppy straw for sale or export inter - State or export from India ; to 
levy fees for such warehousing and to prescribe the manner in which 
and the period after which the poppy straw warehoused shall be 
disposed of in default of payment of fees ; 


(6 ) provide that the limits within which licences may be given 
for the cultivation of any cannabis plant shall be fixed from time to 
time by or under the orders of the State Government; 


( c ) provide that only the cultivators licenced by the prescribed 
authority of the State Government shall be authorised to engage in 
cultivation of any cannabis plant; 
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(d ) require that all cannabis, the produce of land cultivated with 
cannabis plant, shall be delivered by the cultivators to the officers of 
the State Government authorised in this behalf; 


(e ) empower the State Government to fix from time to time, the 
price to be paid to the cultivators for the cannabis delivered ; 


( f) prescribe the forms and conditions of licences or permits for 
the purposes specified in sub -clauses (i) to (vi) of clause (a ) of sub 
section (1 ) and the authorities by which such licences or permits 
may be granted and the fees that may be charged therefor , 


11. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in any law 
or contract , no narcotic drug , psychotropic substance, coca plant, the 
opium poppy or cannabis plant shall be liable to be distrained or attached 
by any person for the recovery of any money under any order or decree 
of any court or authority or otherwise.

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CHAPTER IV 


OFFENCES AND PENALTIES

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15 . Whoever, in contravention of any provision of this Act or any 
rule or order made or condition of a licence granted thereunder , pro 
duces, possesses, transports, imports inter - State, exports inter- State , 
sells , purchases, uses or omits to warehouse poppy straw or removes or 
does any act in respect of warehoused poppy straw , shall be punishable 
with rigorous imprisonment for a term which shall not be less than ten 
years but which may extend to twenty years and shall also be liable to 
fine which shall not be less than one lakh rupees but which may extend 
to two lakh rupees : 


Provided that the court may , for reasons to be recorded in the judg 
ment, impose a fine exceeding two lakh rupees.

16 . Whoever , in contravention of any provision of this Act or any 
rule or order made or condition of licence granted thereunder, cultivates 
any coca plant or gathers any portion of a coca plant or produces, 
possesses, sells, purchases , transports , imports inter - State , exports inter 
State or uses coca leaves , shall be punishable with rigorous imprison 
ment for a term which shall not be less than ten years but which may 
extend to twenty years and shall also be liable to fine which shall not 
be less than one lakh rupees but which may extend to two lakh rupees : 


Provided that the court may , for reasons to be recorded in the judg 
ment, impose a fine exceeding two lakh rupees.
